In response to the Official Action dated October 29, 2002, using marked-up versions of the 
Claims and also clean copies of such, Applicants amend as follows: 

In the Claims (Marked-Up Version) 



1. (Amended) A photosensitive resin printing plate material comprising a support 
provided thereon at least a photosensitive resin layer and an optical density changing layer 
comprising a composition containing a metal oxide or a composition containing a heat- 
decomposable compound and a light-to-heat converting substance, wherein the composition ^ 
undergoes evaporation or, discoloration, and the optical density changing layer yields-an optical 
density of 2.0 or higher before irradiating a laser radiation thereto, and 0.5 or lower after laser is 
irradiated thereto , further having a film layer interposed between the photosensitive resin layer and 
the optical density changing layer.
